WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—(/)— 
An American ambassador and other 
high government officials were dis- 
closed today by senate munitions 
probers to have helped this country’s 
biggest submarine builder sell its 
death-dealing wares in South America. 

As a climax to open accusations 
that the Electric Boat Company, of 
New York, employed bribery in pro- 
moting Latin American sales, the sen- 
ate investigating oommittee heard 
testimony that Frederick Morgan, 
former ambassador to Brazil, had 


nided the concern back in 1922. 

A letter from Morgan to Frederick 
Kk. Chapin, company representative, 
was put in the record, in which the 
then-ambassador said he had consult- 
ed Luis Aubry, South American sub- 
marine salesman, over a three-month 
period. He added that the American 
naval mission would be consulted be- 
fore further orders were given. 

This revelation was mixed with an- 
other—a statement by L. T. Spear, 
vice president of Electric Boat, that 
in hie opinion etvilisation cannot 
stand“ under the blow of another 
world war. He Added. however, that 
he was a businessman and that his 
business was “selling submarines.” 

Electric Boat, which is allied with 
the giant ‘British armament firm, 
Vickers, Ltd. to dominate world sub- 
marine building. was shown by ei- 
ilence introduced today to have been 
aided in South America not only by 
Morgan but a 8 by American naval 
missions to Brazil and Peru. 

It developed further that the con- 
eerfi paid for a pasgage to Europe in 
1928 for the wife of Admira!“ Howe. 
former head of the American naval 
mission to Peru, and her son. Navy 
records show that Captain Alfred G. 
Howe was head of the Peruvian naval 
miseion from 1926 to 1928. 

This episode was disclosed in a let- 
a written by Henry R. Carse, presi- 
ident of the boat company, to Spear. 

Roth Carse and Spear were wit- 
nesses today and will continue again 
tomorrow, but they could throw little 
light on the matter. 

Carse's letter mentioned “another 
ontiay.” and asked if the Leviathan 
fare was “extra.” He promised to 
refresh his memory and clear up the 
matter.

‘RIDE-ROB’ BANDIT 
S SHOT Jo DEATH 
BY YOUNG AUTOIST

Roy W. Pearson, 
Snatches 
tol and Pours Five Bul- 


lets Into His Chest. 


A well-dri.sed 20-year-old “ride- 
rob” bandit was slain late Wednesday 
by his intended victim. Roy W. Pear- 
son, 20, of 17 Fair street, S. W., 
manager of a chain grocery store at 
Woodward avenue and Martin street. 

Pearson killed the bandit with the 


latter's pistol by firing five shots into 
the man’s chest. 

He told police that he was driving 
to his home late Wednesday night and 
stopped at Fair street and Capitol 
avenne for a red light, .The young 
bandit, well dressed and wedring rim- 
less gkisses, stepped on the running 
board of his car and, opening the 
door, got into the car beside him. 

It you've got any sense, you'll 
drive where I tell you without mak- 
ing any noise“, Pearson said the 
bandit said, poking him in the side 
with a pistol. 

Obeying the bandit's directions. 
Pearson said he drove to a lonely spot 
on MrDonough road, approximately 
two miles beyond the federal peniten- 
tiary, where the bandit ordered him to 
get out of the car and go over into a 
field beside the road. He said that 
he went into the field but the bandit 
called him back to re-start Pearson's 
car, a new coupe, which had choked 
down, 

Pearson said he went back to the 
ear and, while the bandit's pistol was 
leveled at him, re-started the car. 
When the car was started, the bandit, 
Pearson said, laid the pistol, a 32 
caliber revolver, down on the seat 
to free his hand to shift gears, 

Catching the bandit momentarily 
off guard, Pearsor said he grabbed 
the pistol off the seat, leveled it at 
the bandit and fired five shots into 
the bandit's chest. He died instantly, 

The shooting took place just over

TAX CERTIFICATES 
ON COTTON 10 SELL 
AT 4 A POUND 


Wallace Announces Plan 
Allowing Drouth-Strick- 
en Growers To Shift Al- 


lotments. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—(P)— 
Secretary Wallace today set a price 
for tax exempt certificates upon cot- 
ton production at four cents a pound 
on the cotton they represent. A farm- 
er who sells his excess certificates 
will be paid roughly on the basis of 
$20 per bale. 

At the same time the secretary 
created a national pool to direct sale 
and purchase of the certificates, which 
were issued under the Bankhead pro- 
duction control act and represent the 
total amount of cetton a farmer may 
produce tax free. Production above 
quotas set under the act is subject to 
a tax of 50 per cent of its ‘value. 

The pool will permit the sale of 
excess certificates by farmers in the 
drouth area, where production has 
been sharply cut. They will be sold 
principally in the old south; where 
production is prospectively greater 
than Bankhead allotments.

The exchange of certificates will 
operate to aid farmers in the drouth 
area by permitting them to realize at 
least some cash on their excess cer- 
tificates and at the same time will 
help others in more favorable produc- 
tion areas by enabling them to avoid 
paying the heavy penalty tax on pro- 
duction above the quota. 

U. S. Won't Buy. 

Government purchase of certificates 
is not contemplated. Holders will 
turn them over to the manager of 
the pool, who will handle them in 
behalf of producers under à trust 
agreement. 

When the pool is closed all money 
on hand from sale d certificates, 
exclusive of expenses, will be divided 
among producers each to receive his 
share in the proportion that the 
poundage surrendered by him bears to 
the total poundage in the pool. Like- 
wise each producer will get his pro- 
rate share of all unsold certificates, 
which will be valuable next year if 
the Bankhead act is continued. 
The Bankhead act permits a na- 
tional tax-free production of 10,460, 
251 bales, a figure well above the last 
official estimate of 1934 production, 
which was 9,195,000 bales. The ex- 
cess in certificates probably will be 
greater in Texas and Oklahoma than 
in any other states.

The Rey. William Henry Cooper,

“Upon the request of the parties to 
a labor dispute, act as a board of 
voluntary arbitration or select a per- 
son or agency for voluntary arbitra- 
Gime’: 

Mr. Roosevelt stepped into the tex- 
tile dispute at the request of the na- 
tional labor relations board. which 
asked to move aside to serve in the 
1 a court of appeals. 

he board was directed by the presi- 
dent in the executive order creating it 
to make à report to the secretary of 
labor not later than October 1. 
He established the textile agency 
under authority of the newly enacted 
national labor act. q 
Governor Winant is a republican 
classed in the progressive group.

Text of Order. 

The text of the executive order, es- 
tablishing the textile board, after re- 
ceiying the power of creation read: 
„Section 1— There is hereby created 
in connection with the department of 
labor a board to be known as. the 
board of inquiry for the cotton textile 
industry (herein referred to as the 
‘board) which shall be composed 
Hon. John G. Winant, governor of 
New Hampshire, chairman; Marion 
Smith, of Atlanta, Ga., and Hon. Ray- 
mond V. Ingersoll, of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Fach member of the board shall 
receive necessary travelling and sub- 
sistenee expenses and (unless he holds 
another federal or state office that 
makes him ineligible for compensation) 
$25 per diem in addition thereto.

Many persons were injured and 
wounded in frequent clashes in south- 
ern mill towns between strikers and 
guards or officers. 

Violence. slashed through the Geor- 
gia textile mill field Wednesday and 
left two dead. and around a score in- 
jured. 

Those slain were shot in rioting at 
the Trion Cotton Mills in north 
Georgia in a battle between ;/ workers 
and deputy sheriffs that lasted for 


more than two hours. From 10 to 15 
other persons were wounded, at least 
one of them seriously. One of the 
wounded was a policeman. 

At Augusta during fighting at the 
Enterprise Mill a policeman found 
himself going down beneath strikers 
and shot his way out, wounding three 
men, one seriously. 

More mills closed in the state dur- 
ing the day in the face of bitter 
clashes between workers and pickets, 
while in several places employes ap- 
pealed to officers for protection so 
they could go about their jobs. 

Governor Eugene Talmadge said 
last night he had taken no further ac- 
tion on requests for national guards- 
men to go on duty at Georgia mills 
closed by the textile workers’ strike.

The boy then 
turned and ran across the yard, his 
automatic pistol continuing to fire. 
Hix walked up to the second floor of 
the mill before he fell.” . 

In the general shooting the front 
office windows were shot out and 
pools of blood formed on the floor, 
said spectators who viewed the scene 
after the battle was over. 

W. E. Hawkins, of Rome, who was 
aiding the strike sympathizers, said 
the trouble started when Burnette was 
shot after he pot out of an automo- 
bile in front of the cotton mill office.. 

Saying he and others in the automo- 
bile asked Chief of Police Bloodworth 
to let them go into the mill to get 
the man who had shot Burnette, Haw- 
kins continued: 

Hawkins Verifies Story. 


“Bloodworth made a dive for the 
door and went out. As he did, Hix 
appeared and started shooting with a 
German revolver. A boy about 13 
years of age came across the entrance 
and shot Hix as he stood in the door- 
way. Then the boy ran out of the 
entrance with the automatic still in 
his hand.“

He said the home loan organization 
reported “its operations ended panic 
in the real estate market and brought 
Pabout some stability while the social 
consequence of preventing the eviction 
of several hundred thousand persons 
during a period of great tension and 
unrest can hardly be overestimated.” 

The RFC was creited with $7,206,- 
000,000 of authorizations‘ since its 
creation—$5, 206.000.000 under Mr. 
Roosevelt - and 35,853,000, 000 in cash 
disbursements.

THE MOST DANGEROUS JOBS. 
Surprising facts regarding the ac- 
tivities in which man encounters the 
most danger, if the percentage of 
fatal accidents can be regarded as 
a fair standard by which to judge, 
are contained in recent, statistics 
gathered and tabulated by the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association in 
co-operation with the United States 
census bureau. 

According to the data unearthed 
by these investigators, the general 
impression as to the danger faced 
by workers engaged in automobile, 
airplane, railroad work or in other 
types of labor of comparatively re- 
cent origin is erroneous, The 
workmen whose death rate is the 
highest, ands therefore must be 
judged to be engaged in the most 
dangerous activity, are engaged in 
work as old as the ages—the care 
of horses. No other workingmen 
between the ages of 15 and 84, the 
figures reveal, have as high a death 
rate as hostlers and stablemen. 
For all occupations, the average 
death rate, from accidents result- 
ing from the work performed, is 
8.70 per 1,000. 

As against the 3422 death rate 
for hostlers and stable Wands, the 
rate for garage employes—those 
who care for horseless vehicles— 
is only 6.65. Even workers in 
harness and saddle factories, with 
a rate of 30.55, are not so safe as 
those who are engaged in supposed- 
ly highly dangerous aviation work, 
the rate for which is only 28.73.

It is not generally known, but when President Roosevelt of- 
fered that suggestion, the general looked him in the eye and said:

This is not meant to imply that President-Roosevelt is trying to 
get rid of Mr. Tugwell. The only implication intended is that, when 
President Roosevelt suggests Europe to anyone now, the favored 
party has natural cause for alarm. : 


PROSPECTS Those who believe they know what President 
, Roosevelt is thinking. about have an idea that 
Professor Tugwell may not go back to the agriculture department. 
If he does, it will be only for desk space. There are good reasons 
fer believing that the president hopes to use his good adviser ulti- 
mately in a broader capacity, not limiting him to one subject. 

Tugwell is an idea man, not an executive. He is a thinker, not 
an administrative technician. His worth to the administration has 
been limited by the extent to which he has been saddled with ad- 
ministrative and executive duties as assistant agriculture secretary. 
Some minor conflicts of administrative opinion have arisen recently 
inside the agriculture department to accentuate that fact. 

The result may be to thrust Professor Tugwell into a more 
.eminent advisory capacity—but not until after the congressional 
elections. His European trip will last, at least, that long. 

Such an arrangement should satisfy everyone, including Sena- 
tors Smith and Byrd, and Professor Tugwell himself.

This young health officer has con- 
siderable to learn about the rabies 
question. For that matter, so have all 
health officers or health authorities. 
Nobody knows the cause of rabies in 
animals. Nobody knows whether rabies 
ever occurs in man. Nobody knows 
what he is injecting when he injects 
Pasteur anti-rabies or virus or anti- 
rabies ‘‘vaccine” or “serum” employed 
today for prevention or treatment ot 
rabies in man. 

I have studied every bit of siznifi- 
cant evidence bearing on the question, 
that I have been able to find. I hoped 
to reach some conclusion in my own 
mind about it, at least to find peace 
of mind about it. But no such luck, It 
has all proved about as convincing as 
is this young health officer's naive 
argument. 

The health officer of a metropolitan 
community assures me that plenty of 
victims of dogbite die of hydro—of 
rabies in the county hospital in his 
district, and even submitted a precis 
of a dozen recent cases, none of which 
appeared to have been clear cut. 

Understand, I don’t know whether 
rabies occur in man, but I doubt it 
more than ever. If I or a child of 
mine were bitten by a dog presumed 
to be rabid or known to be rabid I'd 
want only the ordinary first aid dis- 
infection and the ordinary treatment 
of the wound, with emphasis on the 
prevention of tetanus (lockjaw). That 
is, I should want a prophylactic dose 
of anti-tetanus serum as soon after 
the injury as possible and a second 
dose of the anti-tetanus serum a week 
later. Besides that, just ordinary rou- 
tine treatment of the wound, such as 
one would give any minor wound. 

I believe in antitoxin, anti-typhoid 
vaccine or bacterin, diphtheria im- 
munization, and the various bacterial 
vaceines“ or bacterins. We know 
what these are and we know precisely 
what we are doing when we admin- 
ister them and we know what effects 
they hare. 

I do not believe in Pasteur anti- 
rabies virus or any modification of 
it; I do not beliere in vaccination 
against a disease of whose very entity 
there is so much doubt or uncertainty. 
Frankiy, I'm afraid to take a shot in 
the dark in such a grave situation— 
and when we inject a suspension of 
the dried spinal cord of an animal 
dead of nobody knows what, we are 
shooting in the dark.

When a sullen voice says, “I don’t care what people say about me,“ 
it usually means: “People speak ill of me, and 1 am shamed and hurt 
and resentful, and I hate them for it.“ 

We all care what people say about us. But whether we weep or re- 
joice depends not so much on the thing that is said but rather on the 


character of the people who say it. 
Slander by the envious and misanthropic is discounted by the motive 


that prompts it. , \ 

Any person who climbs above the common level becomes a target 
for the malice of envy. It is not prompted by his-faults, but only by 
his success, and therefore has no significance as criticism. 

The venom of the misanthrope is likewise wasted. He is like an ani- 
mal caught in a trap, snapping in helpless fury at everything within 
reach. His criticism of an individual is meaningless, for all men, good 
and bad, have equal share in his condemnation. 

The critics who matter are those who “talk about you” without the 
bias of envy or jaundice, but solely because they disapprove and dislike 
the kind of person you are, 

Each of them is a measuring rod. Take their measure and you have 
your own. 

In every community there is some person conspicuously foul whose 
chief delight is to pass judgment on his fellows. His opinions have a 
value of which he isn’t aware. 

If he speaks ill of you, rejoice and be glad. You have been cited for 
decency. Something in you is good and fine. It offends bad taste. You 
are noble enough to displease the ignoble; clean enough to offend the 


vile. 


But in each community, also, there is some person of quality who 
is slow to judge and loath to speak evil. 
If he speaks ill of you, your sins have found you out. Your life and 
your ways are offensive to those who are qualified to judge. 
The worth of a criticism always depends on the worth of the person 


who makes it.

There are more brains per square 
block in Hollywood than any other 
American city. There is more talent; 
there are more interesting personali- 
ties; there is more money—more ‘abil- 
ity—more everything, including cli- 

But .. Hollywood has less cul- 
ture; less stability; less community 
spirit; less of the things that one 
would expect from such a group of 
able people. than almost any small 
town in the country. 

And the reason? 

Hollywood is on wheels, Practically 
everyone. who comes here, engaged in 
a great industry, is poised for instant 
flight. There is an atmosphere of 
impermanence about their activities 
and there is the smell of unpacked 
trunks, The motion picture industry 
is made up of pilgrims to an indus- 
trial mecca. They pitch their tents 
here for a short time and go away 
again. Or they stay from month to 
month, option to option, always talk- 
ing of some place else as home and 
keeping their roots alive in some oth- 
er community where they hope to go— 
“some day.” 


What is the result of this? A town 
that takes its culture and pleasures 
from hand to mouth. No one engages 
in anything for the betterment of the 
community, nor no one feels that it 
belongs to him. 

There are some who are beginninz 
to suspect, and, the conviction will 
undoubtedly grow, that the moving 
picture industry is a permanent thing 
and that, as long as a man or woman 
with brains and talent can serve it 
well, it will provide a good living, bet- 
ter than most, and that the place is 
really wort. cultivating. 

There are more great actors and 
actresses here than any plece in the 
world, And yet there is no theater 
worth mentioning. The finest writ- 
ing talent is concentrated here and 
yet the product of the writers’ brains 
must find its outlet in New York or 
elsewhere. They do not write for 
Hollywood. aint 

Great musicians are here in abun- 
dance, but the symphony orchestra 
struggles for existence and suffers 
It is a 
question of “here today and gone to- 
morrow,” and it is this strange atti- 
tude that gives rise to much of the 
criticism of Hollywood that reaches 
the daily press, written by these very 
sojourners who have been here and 


gone back. 


Still,, Hollywood is one of the most 
glamorous places on earth, made 80 
by these very personalities that come 
and go and leave no mark behind 
them on the community itself. They 
enrich the world . .. but not Holly- 
wood. Hollywood goes on being just 
a. hard-working 9-0’clock town, in- 
stead of the most charming and bril- 
liant city in existence, Some day, 
this will happen. 


Some of these things are due to the 
Hollywood habit of reflecting the 
fickle whims of the rest of the world. 
Hollywood is a mirror which, in itself, 
is an empty thing. At present, Holly- 
wood 1s taking it on the chin for a 
thing called “unclean pictures.” Hol- 
lvw is too sensitive to the thing 
that pays box-office returns to be re- 
sponsible for this. What it has done

SMALLER CROWD. 


There seems only an outside chance 
that a crowd equaling the 40,000 that 
paid $194,000 to see Ross tuck, away 
a blistering 15-round decision in the 
spring will be duplicated tomorrow 
night. Warmer weather today, pros- 
pects for continued clear skies tomor- 
row, and the appearance of Ross on 
the battle site, all quickened the pulses 
of the faithful, but the start bad been 
slow. Predictions ran from a mini- 
mum of $100,000 net gate up to $175,- 
000 for the optimists. 
Neither warrior cared much about 
predictions. Ross, who put on a daz- 
zling final boxing drill here yester- 
day, calmly expected to “‘do all right” 
while Jimmy, still in camp at Orange-- 
burg, N. T., said he “never made pre- 
dictions.”

THE STORY OF SCHOOLS. 
IV—College Life of Days Gone By. 

It was a custom in Europe long 
ago for college students to carry dag- 
gers or swords. These weapons were 
for purpose of “defense.” ere were 
quarrels among the students, at times, 
and more often there were quarrels 
between students and people of the

The conflict between “town and 
gown” has lasted clear down to mod- 
ern times, though it is not nearly so 
strong now as in the early days. The 
chief trouble during the Middle Ages 
seems to have come from prices 
charged the students for rooms, food 
and other items. The students, said 
that the costs were too high. 

There were so many quarrels at 
Oxford that rules were made to lay 
fines against students if they did not 
behave themselves. A student who 
struck with his fist was fined four 
shillings. For striking with a stone 
or club, the fine was six shillings and 
eight pence. For giving a blow with 
a dagger, sword or ax, the fine was 
eight shillings, about $2 in our money. 

Often the students declared that if 
they were not treated better they 
would move out of town “and take the 


the university along.” Since few col- 
leges had buildings of their own (the 
work being done largely in hired 
halls), it was quite possible for a col- 
lege to move away; and such a thing 
happened more than once. 

University students of the Middle 
Ages were in general older than those 
of today. Many were in their thir- 
ties and forties. In some cases the 
students formed leagues, and took full 
charge of affairs. Professors were 
fined for being absent, or for talking 
teo ast when they gave lectures. 

The art of — came to Europe 
before Columbus led to the New 
World. It did much to ent down the 
cost of books, and made it possible 
for more students to go to college. 
Even so, there was a long period when 
printed boobs were chained to the 
desks, because they were so valuable. 

The importance of books is brought 
out in the story of Harvard, oldest 
university in the United States. It 
was named in honor.of John Harvard, 
who gave it 260 books, along with a 
present in cash, Yale was named for 
Elihu Yale, who made a gift of books 


and other goods to the college during 


the early years of its life. 

Modern universities have many 
buildings, and could not be “moved 
away” very well if the students did 
not like the townsfolk. In place of 
the few dozens or hundreds of books 
which were owned at the beginning, 
many universities have great libraries, 
some of which contain more than 
2,000,000 volumes.
